THE INFLUENCE OF COMMERCE. 


As it has become more apparent, year after year, how much all 
the interests of this community, directly or indirectly, depend 
upon its commerce, and how much, not only the physical, but also 
the social and moral, well-being of the great masses of our popu- 
lation are influenced by the state of trade, every inquiry and dis- 
cussion, tending to establish the true principles on which its pros- 
perity depends, have acquired more general interest than at 
any former period. And it must be evident that the more 
the population of the country exceeds the limit of its own 
independent means of maintenance, the more must the science 
of foreign trade become an important part of the politics of 
the country—the more must those principles which regulate 
the production of particular articles, in spots where natural advan- 
tages secure to them a special economy, and their free exchange 
for other articles, produced under correspondingly favourable cir. 
cumstances in other places, demand the attention of the legislator 
and the philanthropist. The former has discovered that mere 
political theories and privileges are, after all, only a means to an 
end, and which, unless they tend to secure the materia! and moral 
well-being of the country, are little more than idle speculation ; 
and the latter has become convinced that, not only will charity not 
feed a nation, but that the best charity, the highest good that can 
be conferred on the masses of the population, is to enable them to 
feed themselves—to enable them to be bountifully sustained, not 
by a means which exhausts the fund on which the labour of the 
country must depend in the future, but by a means which repro- 
duces that fund with profit and advantage to all, while it raises 
the labourer in a moral, intellectual, and politically independent 
sense, 

It is, then, no matter of surprise to find so large a portion of the 
time of Parliament occupied in the discussion of these important 
subjects; nor, that the more these discussions proceed, the more 
evident becomes the necessity of descending from merely specula- 
tive theories to the practical details and experience of commerce it- 
self. We would not underrate the importance of science, but it 
must be admitted that, however important even political economy 
may be in determining first principles, it is difficult to give ita 
useful direction and application, without an intimate knowledge 
of the commerce and the industry of the country. 

With a view of assisting not only our commercial but also our 
political readers, we have in another part of this paper given a 
review of the most prominent articles of commerce for the last half 
year, based upon and having reference to the six months’ 
Tables of the Official Accounts of Imports and Exports, published 
in our last number. In that Review we have dwelt most upon 
those articles which have been the subjects of political discussion 
in the recent session of Parliament, which illustrate the prac- 
tical effects of the application of true commercial principles, and 
which, moreover, constitute the chief articles of our foreign com- 
merce, and contribute most to our internal industry. 
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One of the most gratifying results, which is becoming apparent 
from the recent discussions on commercial questions, is the grow- 
ing conviction that, not only are the best interests of every por- 
tion of the same country, but even*of different countries, when 
rightly understood, so identified with each other, that it is impos- 
sible to pursue a policy beneficial or injurious to one that has not 
a like tendency on all the rest. The old and narrow jealousies 
between various interests, especia!ly at home, are rapidly giv- 
ing way to amore enlightened view of mutual reliance and de- 
pendence on each other ; and, if a similar conviction has not as yet 
manifested itself very strikingly among our foreign relations, yet 
we have the satisfaction of knowing that even there, with the 
most reflecting men, those principles are rapidly growing. 

The experience of this country of late years, and the accounts 
before us, tend in an especial manner to confirm these growing 
convictions, that the best mterests of every part of the country 
are only to be secured by such a policy as conduces to the gene- 


ral prosperity of all; and this conviction strikes at the very root | 


of the protective system, the only object of which is artificially to 
sustain special interests at the cost of others. These accounts 
furnish striking evidences of the truth of two great economical 
principles—first, that all individual interests are more dependent 
on the general well-being of the community than on any efforts 
of the legislature to protect them ; and, secondly, that high duties 
on merchandise are not only destructive to the best interests of 
commerce, but injurious as mere fiscal regulations. 

We have often had occasion to refer to the utter inability of the 
law to secure prosperity to the landed interest in the late years 
of depression in commerce. Everywhere farmers discovered that it 
was really of no importance to have the monopoly of a market in 
which the consumptive power was so weakened and destroyed; 
they soon found, too, that the want of employment in the manu- 
facturing districts, and in the large towns throughout the country, 
threw back upon them a mass of unemployed population, who had 
hitherto been valuable customers, and increased their local rates, 
at a time when their means were most severely depressed. The 
effects thus produced upon the social, physical, and moral condi- 
tion of the country have already secured the attention of all 
parties in the state, and have been, during the late session, ac- 
knowledged by the Ministers of the Crown, as fixed and deter- 
mined principles on which all future legislation must be based. 
For long “cheap bread” was looked upon as a mere vulgar appeal 
to the passions of the mob; now it is recognised by the first 
statesmen of the day, without regard to party, as the very 
pivot on which all the most important and sacred interests of the 
country depend. The Home Secretary traces directly to that 
cause a cCecrease of crime and insubordination, an increased 
employment for labour, higher wages, aud more disposition 
among the poor to avail themselves not only of education, 
but of religious instruction. But there is probably no 
party in the country which has experienced more benefit from the 
revival of trade than the agricultural classes. Compare only the 
accounts of the markets, even in the purely agricultural districts, 
of 1841 and 1842, with those of 1845, and it will be most apparent 
how much this interest has benefitted by the revival of trade. 
The cattle and produce of the great counties on the east coast, 
being then little in demand in the manufacturing districts, were 
sent to the London market in competition with those from the 
home counties ; now, the consumption in the north and west is so 
great, that London has been but insufficiently supplied, and a 
large foreign importation has taken place. The Official Accounts 
which we have published show that the monthly supply of foreign 
cattle is now greater than it was in the whole six months of 
former years; yet now all command a good market and remune- 
rating prices, while formerly even the smaller supply was with 
difficulty disposed of at miserable prices. Similar are the facts 
revealed by these accounts in respect to other articles of provi- 
sions. The import of foreign butter and cheese was much reduced 
in those yéars cf depression, yet the home producer, though left 
with the uncontested command of his own markets, suffered 
severely for the want of demand; but now, not only is there a 
great increase in the quantities imported from abroad, but the 
demand and the price of home produce have more than propor- 
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tionally increased, and the farmer has been at length convinced 
that he is far more dependent on the general rape of his 
customers than on any attificial tection which it is in the 
power of the legislature to afford him.. The quantities of these 
foreign articles.taken into consumption in the present and two 
last years, as shown by the Official Accounts, were—

And yet, in the face of these greatly increased foreign supplies, 
the price of home produce is higher than in any recent year. 
But there is another great and protected interest, whose atten- 
tion we would specially, direct to the facts exhibited by these 
returns—we mean those interested in Colonial produce. When 
we consider that our Colonies depend upon this country as the 
sole market, for a sale of produce exceeding in value twenty 
millious a year, taking only a few of their most important articles, 
they cannot but feel that they are deeply interested in the welfare 
and prosperity of the great masses of our population. If we find 
that the consumption of some of the first necessaries of life vary 
so much in years of prosperity compared with those of depression, 
how much more must those articles feel such influences which 
are of less immediate necesgjty. A little reflection will convince 
every candid mind, that if the only means by which the monopoly 
or protection of the Colonies can be secured involves a diminished 
demand for labour at home, and consequently affects the condition 
of the masses of consumers, not only must it be a double injustice 
to them, but such policy must fail to accomplish the ends of 
its promoters. Now, no one will deny that the interests of the 
labouring classes of this country depend, in at least an important 
degree, upon the foreign demand for the products of our great 
branches of manufacture ; and as the largest portion of these ex- 
erie is taken by foreign countries, it follows that, if we prohi- 
it the importation of the produce of such countries, they cannot 
long continue to take our goods, as all trade must be directly or 
indirectly a barter of commodities; and that, to whatever extent 
we restrict the introduction of such produce, to the same we re- 
strict the export of our goods, and lessen the demand for labour 
at home, and with it the general consumption of such produce. 

We are aware that it is a general idea that the great source of 
our foreign trade is our colonies, and, upon the ground of en- 
couraging that trade, colonial protection has been chiefly defended. 
This is, however, an error, which can be put beyond all dispute by 
reference to the official accounts of our trade for the last fifty 
years. In 1843, the last for which the classification of accounts 
is published, the exports to the whole of our colonies, including 
the East Indies, amounted only to 13,500,000/, while those to 
foreign countries amounted to upwards of 38,500,000/. In that 
year our exports to Brazil alone amounted to no less than 
2,140,0007, while to all our West India colonies together they 
amounted only to 2,882,441, and to the Island of Mauritius only 
to 258,014/. Now, it must be sufficiently plain that any circum- 
stance which materially interferes with so large a portion of our 
trade, as our foreign exports constitute, must materially influence 
the condition of the consumer at home; to prohibit or restrict, 
therefore, the sugar of Brazil is indirectly to lessen the consump- 
tion of sugar in the British markets. 

The accounts which we give show, in a remarkable degree, the 
influence which general prosperity exercises over the consumption 
of articles of Colonial produce ; and that, as in the case of agricul- 
tural produce, the colonist is not so much indebted to protec- 
tion for a good demand as to the general well-being of the 
community; and, therefore, any policy which he would pursue, 
haying a tendency to injure the public, though apparently for his 
immediate benefit, must ultimately result to his disadvantage. 
In the first six months of the present year, the import of sugar of 
all kinds has been no less than 800,000 cwts more than last year. 
The duty on foreign sugar has been reduced to such a rate as, for 
the first time, partially to admit it into consumption; but, not- 
withstanding these increased supplies, the consumption has been 
so mach promoted by our more liberal fiscal policy, and by the 
increased prosperity of the country, that the stocks have dimi- 
nished, and the price has advanced at Jeast 15 per cent. 

The distinction which, however, has been made between the 
produce of free and slave labour sugar, has a tendency to operate 
agaiust the well-being of the community, and against the interests 
of the Colonies, in a way which we have never yet seen referred to. 
Experience has now shown that the limit of the supply of foreign 
sugar to those States using free labour bas not had any effect 
whatever on the price of sugar generally—that the competition of 
sugar of Java and Manilia has had all the effect upon our Col!o- 
mies that an unrestricted admission of all sugars at the reduced 
duty would have had, and that the price of slave-grown sugar has 
advanced in the open markets of the world just as free-labour sugar 
has advanced in our market. We therefore dismiss all considera- 
tions by which that olicy was recommended as limiting the com- 
peti'ton with the colonies, or discouragigg slavery. 
ne wins have we done? We have admitted, on favourable 

rms, the sugars of many countries at present most insignificant 
ere our manufactures, and of Java, which might be 
ao ~~ pom a _ the almost prohibitory policy pursued towards 

y ‘Re Mutch in regard to the trade of that island, while we 
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exclude the produce of Brazil, and ereate animosities with that 
country, which is one of the largest markets we possess, and 
capable of being greatly increased by ® different policy on our 
part. The whole of our exports to the Dutch islands in the East 
were, in 1843, only 218,615/, and to the Philippine islands 152,096/. 
Weadmit intocompetition with our Colonies the produce of the most 
trivial and unimportant markets, which exercise comparatively 
little influence over the general prosperity of the country, while 
we exclude one which contributes more to it than almost any 
other, and hazard that importanttrade. We can discover no inte- 
rest whatever, whether of commerce or humanity, that is advanced 
by this distinction between the produce of free and slave labour 
States, while it is certain that it has destroyed much of our moral 
influence and power to effect the good for which it is professed to 
have been established. 

We refer the reader to the remarks on each branch of the trade 
of the half year under the Commerctat head, ina following part of 
this paper, and to the Tables given in last week's Economist. 





TREATY WITH BRAZIL. 


We are enabled to state that a treaty with Brazil has been con- 
cluded, conditionally, at Rio de Janeiro. 

The conditions on which the treaty has been agreed to on the part 
of the Brazilian Government is, that claims, which have stood 
over since 1830, to the amount of 128,000/, shall be forthwith 
settled by the British Government. We have often had occasion 
to refer to the treaty made with Brazil, for the suppression of the 
slave trade, in 1826, That treaty provided that the slave trade 
should finally cease on the 13th of March 1830, and that it should 
be carried on till that time, under certain regulations. The mixed 
Commission Courts on the coast of Africa and in Brazil were ap- 
pointed for the purpose of giving effect to those regulations, and 
generally carrying the treaty of 1826 into effect; and, finally, it 
was agreed, in 1829, that no Brazilian ships should be seized b 
British cruisers, for six months after the 13th of March 1830, whic 
had left the coast of Brazil prior to that day. During this interval 
several Brazilian ships, which were seized and carried to Sierra 
Leoue, were acquitted by the mixed Commission Courts, and the 
claim now preferred arises out of those illegal seizures. The re- 
cognition of these claims forms, with the Brazilian Government, 
a sine qua non for the adoption of the proposed treaty. Mr 
Hamilton was without instructions in respect to these claims, and 
the ratification of the treaty waits for the reply to dispatches for- 
warded by the packet just arrived. 

The treaty is, however, not one of commerce, and has no stipu- 
lations whatever in regard to the duties on goods. It is entirely 
confined to the security of political privileges and navigation, and 
provides, with respect to the ships of each country, that they shall 
enjoy the same terms as those of the most favoured countries. It 
also provides, that intestate estates of British subjects shall be ad- 
ministered by the English Consul. 

It is also said, that the differential duty of six per cent on British 
cotton goods, would not be imposed until the result of this negotia- 
tion was fully ascertained. 

We sincerely trust that nothing will stand in the way of the 
ratification of this treaty, however short it may fall of that which 
expired in November last; but we cannot avoid feeling consider- 
able anxiety as to the effect which the recent act of Parliament, 
giving to our Courts of Admiralty the power of adjudicating on 
Brazilian ships and subjects engaged in the slave trade, may have 
in preventing such ratification. 


THE SOUTHWARK ELECTION. 


Ir is a fact on which we may, with a fecling of infinite satis- 
faction, congratulate all parties, that, of the three candidates 
who are at present in the field contending for the representation 
of the borough of Southwark, not one is inimical to those views 
of commercial bere | which it has been so much of our business 
to expound and to defend. ‘Two of them, indeed, have expressly 
and formally declared themselves in favour of the total and imme- 
diate repeal of the corn laws and other protective duties ; and Mr 
Pilcher, a high Churchman anda Tory, either finding the current 
of public opinion to run so strongly in that direction, or himself, 
notwithstanding prepossessions to the contrary, at last partaking 
of the same sentiments, though he expresses himself somewhat 
more vaguely than the others, clearly puts himself in a position, 
from what he says, to vote with more propriety for a repeal of 
the corn laws than for their remaining as they are. Surely there 
is something in this on account of which we may congratulate the 
community as well as ourselves. It is another sign of progress 
towards a recognition of the “ principles of common sense.” 

We believe very little doubt is entertained that Sir William 
Molesworth will be the successful candidate. He is one of those 
public men whom one has missed from the political arena of late 
years. Let us add, also, he is one of those whom few, who can 
appreciate intellect, spirit, and what we venture to call sound 
and practical views (though we know the phrase may be ob- 
jected to), would wish to see withdrawn from public life. He 
is opposed (besides by Mr Pilcher) by one, of whom it would 
be inconsistent with our feelings to speak disrespectfully or 
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unkindly—by Mr Miall of the Nonconformist—and, if we under- 
stand the position taken up by that gentleman, expressly on the 
ground that Sir William Molesworth has said that, if he had been 
in Parliament during the late session he would have voted for the 
pas of the Maynooth Endowment act. Mr Miall says, if he 
ad been in parliament he would have voted against the passing 
of the act. Both gentlemen profess themselves inimical to the 
policy of public endowments of particular sects, and Sir William 
Molesworth only — his vote (that would have been), in fa- 
vour of endowing Maynooth, by calling it an educational grant, to 
which there are several similar alrea a, and advocates, not 
an extension of that system, but, in the mean time and for all 
time, something like equality and fair psy for all seets. Mr Miall 
does not attempt to say how he would indemnify the Irish Catho- 
_ lies, and the community of the empire at large, by keeping all 
poe aid from those Catholics, while they see the public aid 
iberally given to others around them, except by withdrawing that 
= also; and that, let -1s add, cannot, at least in the meantime, be 
one. 

For our own part, we have again and again acknowledged that 
the endowment of one sect (and | Catholics, Episcopalians, &c. &c. 
are all “ sects,” notwithstanding the absurd pretensions of some, 
in each of the bodies, to the contrary), at the expense of the rest, 
is an absolute defiance of the priacipics of justice; and nothing but 
a universal recognition of the claim set up by each of them to be 
accounted infallible as a just claim, in respeet of one of them, 
could make it otherwise ;—¢hat sect would then be entitled to be 
established, because there would in fact be no other. While dif- 
ferent sects exist, however, to give one a supremacy is to degrade 
the others. Sir William Molesworth and Mr Miall both concur in 
this view. They both propose to make all sects alike by disesta- 
blishing all, if they could, but Sir William, seeing this to be im- 
possible in the meantime, does not choose to let an injustice go 
wholly unabated, because he cannot wholly remove it; 
and in Ireland, where the most unjust church establish- 
ment in the world exists, and to which reference is by all 
parties made, he proposes to raise the degraded party to 
something like the level of the unduly favoured, since he cannot 
reduce the latter to its proper dimensions. Mr Miall, if he can- 
not break down the existing establishment at once, will, in respect 
of that matter, do absolutely nothing. He will not abate an in- 
justice, apparently for no other reason than that he cannot im- 
mediately extinguish it. In our humble apprehension he is 
committing a great error, which we could wish, for the sake of all 
parties, that he was not. We venture, however, to express a 
hope, that the electors of Southwark will consider how utterly 
impossible it will ever be that Liberal candidates can be returned 
to Parliament, if every difference of opinion, however trivial, shall 
be deemed a sufficient excuse for the publicly preconcerted plans 
of a borough to be thus deranged at the eleventh hour, and con- 
stituencies divided to the advantage of no one but the candidate 
whose opinions least accord with their own.

CONSEQUENCES OF THE WANT OF SCIENCE 
IN THE CONSTRUCTION AND MANAGEMENT OF 
PUBLIC WORKS. 


At the conclusion of the recent annual distribution of 
pupils of the College of Civi! Engineers, the chairman, Lord Devon, 
called upon Mr Edwin Chadwick to address the Assembly. That 
gentleman stated he had not been led to expect that he should be 
more than‘a silent witness of their proceedings, yet he could not he- 
sitate to offer testimony to the great public importance of the promo- 
tion of the studies in practical science, for which the college was 
specially instituted. This country was pre-eminent for its great ex- 
penditure in public works, for its stores of practical science available 
for their direction, yet whenever a large proportion of those works 
were examined in their conception, their execution, and the effects 
realised in comparison with the expenditure upon them, they too 
frequently failed to sett any claims to pre-eminence in the appli- 
cation of that science. For example, the class of works the condi- 
tion and effects of which it had been his duty to examine—the works 
for the sewerage and drainage of the metropolis and of other of our 
large towns had been frequently held forth as objects of national 
boast, but on irrefragable proof he had been compelled to pronounce 
them to be a vast monument of mal-administration, of layish expen- 
diture, an. of defeetive execution, and this conclusion further inquiry 
had only served to confirm in every particular. The especial con- 
struction of sewers, which had been presented to a committee of the 
Meuse of Commons by a gentleman of high professional standing, 
as the most perfect iu its form and connected arrangements that had 
been or could be attained in practice (the form with upright sides, 
nearly flat segmental bottoms, and spreading footings), was found to 
accumulate deposits of decomposing matter, and pollute the air of 
their houses and the streets with offensive and pestilential emana- 
tions; that particular form he had adduced as an exainple of weak, 
unscientific, and most expensive construction. In one large district, 
line after line of the sewers of this expensive construction had since 
fallen in, and its use was therefore silently abandoned. Now, in the 
second volume of the first report of the commissioners for inquiry into 
the health of large towns, in the admirably clear evidence of their 
professor of geodesy, Mr B. Williams (which he ventured to commend 
as a most im t subject of their professional study), they would 
see the demonstration, that by a sewer of another and more scienti- 
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fic construction, the egg shape, with precisely the same number of 
bricks, three districts might have been sewered perfectly for the mo- 
ney lavished in sewering one, and that one ieaperfectl y and injuriously. 
Their professor had demonstrated that all this waste of meuney——thieh, 
though no less than 60,000/, was levied in excess during ten years 
on the rate-payers in that one district, was of secondary importance 
to the noxious effects on the health of the population—must have 
been avoided had the works been planned and executed by persons 
who had gone through a proper course of study, and duly consulted 
such works as those of Young, Tredgold and others, containing 
the existing knowledge, to be found on the shelves of their college 
library. On inquiry into the history of alarge proportion of these | 
wasteful and deplorably inefficient works of our towns, it appeared | 
that they had been superintended by ignorant authorities, and de- 
signed and executed piece meal by common tradesmen, who did not 
understand the use of the spirit level, and nothing more fully proved 
the ignorant reckless temerity with which such works were conducted 
than the defective nature of their plans, and often the entire absence 
of any plans or survey whatever. In one district, where a commis- 
sioner happened to deem scientific education a qualification for the 
office of surveyor, and succeeded in getting it recognised, and where, 
a8 & consequence, a properly qualified engineer happened to 
obtain the appointment, it was proved, in a recent report of 
that same engwmeer, that uo less than one-quarter of a million 
of money must be expended for setting right the outfalls of 
the sewers of that one division (the Holborn and Finsbury) 
of the several divisions into which the general sewerage and 
drainage of the metropolis had been capriciously, ignorantly, 
and mischievously divided. Now he (Mr Chadwick) ventured ‘to 
assert without fear of disproof, that had the district which he had 
named, or others, been originally placed under the guidance of any 
person who had gone through such a course of studies as the course 
provided in that college, with competent attention to their duties, it 
was impossible that such misery and waste could have been inflicted ; 
a waste of capital in respect to levels only in that one district, which 
would, under proper direction, have sufficed for the complete drain- 
age of upwards of 50,000 of the houses in the metropolis that are stilt 
left without any proper drainage. Asa conclusive proof in itself, of 
the reckless or ignorant temerity with which such large expenditure 
in such important public works had been, and still continued to be 
made, it might suffice to state that neither in the metropolis, por in 
any of the towns examined, was any accurate map, with a proper 
system of levels, found to exist. Hence large sewers, after all that 
had been expended on them, were found acting only as extended cess- 
pools. To shew what might be done for amendment, he had asked 
and had obtained the aid of a detachment of the pupils of that college, 
and, under the superintendence of their professor of geodesy, they had 
executed as a specimen the first plan of the city of London, and he 
believed of any town in Great Britain in which contour lines of equal 
altitude were laid down. [That map (which had been followed by 
another specimen map of Windsor, executed under the direction of 
the Board of Ordnance) he displayed before the noble chairman, and 
stated that he had been assured by competent engineers, that if similar 
maps with contour lines had been executed for the whole country, that 
out of the two hundred and forty millions of probable expendiiure for 
the railways to be constructed in this country, full twenty millions 
would be saved by the better direction which it must have given to the 
works. Lord Devon observed that he was fully impressed with the 
great importance of such well-constructed maps, with levels so exhi- 
bited, for the guidance of all such works, and he had used great exer- 
tions to obtain a map of Ireland with the contour lines, which would 
be found appended to the recent report of the commission of inquiry 
into the tenure of land in that country. With such a map, any one 
sitting in hisown room might see what would be the best lines of 
drainage.] Whilst the sewers and the general drainage works of large 
districts were found to have been executed without the rudimentary 
knowledge available for the efficient construction of such works, large 
masses of capital were expended in works for the distribution of 
water into our towns without such a competetent knowledge of hy- 
draulics, and other branches of science applicable to the collection, 
storage, purification, and distribution of water, as a good scientific 
course of instruction must afford. Some of the consequences of this 
empiricism were, that after all the ill-advised and lavish expenditure 
of the companies’ capital, the adoption and maintenance of intermit- 
tent supplies of water necessitating a double and treble expenditure 
on the part of tenants; the retention of water in butts and tanks in 
which it stagnates until it is wanted, and absorbs the dust and soot, 
and the vitiated atmosphere,—preventing improvements in the appli- 
cation of water to an efficient system of house drainage aud cleans- 
ing, preventing the immediate extinction of fires, and the preserva- 
tion of life as well as property. The course of the sanatory inquiry, 
and the examination of schools and workshops, and public as wellas 
private buildings, showed that they had been constructed by profes- 
sional men, who from the condition of those buildings when occupied, 
and the sufferings of those who were kept in them, were demonstrat- 
ably ignorant of such a practical knowledge of the settled principles 
of pneumatices, and the existing practical science applicable to warm- 
ing and ventilation, as must have Jed to relief by arrangements for 
the properly regulated ingress of air, that was warmed as well as 
as pure, and for its egress when vitiated. He might occupy the 
whole day, and fail to adduce all the proofs which mdeed filled 
the volumes of reports now before the legislature and the 
public. In them were to be seen the grounds on which the com- 
missioners of inquiry, at the head of which was the noble duke, the 
president of the college, came to the same and unanimous conclusion, 
in solemnly reccommendiug to the legislature that securitics should 
be taken.for the public safety, that all such works should be super- 
intended as well as planned by men of tried competency as engineers, 
fiom the possession of such science as the founders of that insitution 
were anxious for the public advantage to impart. It was not, how- 
ever, in those volumes that the public need seek proof, of waste of 
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for which public provision and securities were requisite. The proofs 
were displayed to them in spectacle after spectacle of the ruins of 
fallen bridges, factories, and large buildings, in horrible deaths, and 
shocking mutilations occurring again and again from the like pre- 
ventible causes. From the direct information of competent inquirers, 
as well as from the published evidence, he might confidently assert, 
that where full inquiry had been made, there was not one recent in- 
stance of such destruction in which the cause was not assignable, and 
distinctly assigned to a culpable omission of the application of exist- 
ing knowledge or science. In the instance of the failure of one 
edifice, he was assured upon competent authority, that the cause of 
the destruction, attended by loss of life, was occasioned by the break- 
ing of a sound bar of iron, just of the size at which the architect, if he 
had consulted the works of ‘l'redgold, would have found it shewn on 
actual experiment that such a bar would break under such a weight 
as had been ignorantly placed upon it. In another instance, of the 
destruction of life from the falling of a factory, the cause was clearly 
proved to be the unskilful disposition of some eleven tons weight 
on jon Seams, which existing data with respect to the strength of 
materials, imperfect as those data were acknowledged to be, if they 
had been duly consulted in the plans and in the construction of the 
works, would have shown could only have been safely intrusted with 
a much less weight skilfully adjusted. Another instance of destruc- 
tion, consequent on the want of competent knowledge, was displayed 
in the breakage of a cast-iron beam, the crushing of brick, stone, and 
iron successively ; in the order in which it was laid down in existing 
works, sueh materials of such dimensions must be crushed when 
charged with such weights. On the other hand, reckless empiricism, 
and ignorance of the re of materials, found safety in the waste- 
ful application of them and massive deformity, which was the subject 
of complaint as well as the consequent excessive expense of our public 
works. Again he ventured to repeat, that the task of retrieving 
these and the like proved errors, of ensuring the « ffectual drainage of 
towns, of habitations, and agricultural districts, the effectual removal 
of those atmospheric impurities, the causes of epidemics and of pre- 
mature mortality, was only to be achieved when such practical 
science as it was the object of this institution to promote and diffuse, 
was duly appreciated and required by the public, and properly 
applied.”

Representation or Sovuruwark.— In addition to Sir William 
Molesworth, Mr Miall, editor of the Nonconformist, has noW come 
forward as a candidate on the part of the anti-church-establishment 
and complete suffrage parties, but more expressly the former. Mr 
Pilcher also is now formally before the constituency as a Tory candi- 
date,—against the new poor law, but friendly to free trade, It is 
evidence what a strong hold of the Metropolitan mind free trade opi- 
nions have taken, that all three candidates (the Tory a little vaguely, 
but not unmeaningly) avow themselves free traders. Between Sir 
William Molesworth avd Mr Miall the principal difference seems 
to be, that the former says if he had been in parliament during last 
8 ssion he would have voted for the passing of the Maynooth endow- 
ment bill—Mr Miall would have opposed it. It will be yet fourteen 
days at least before the election can take place. In the meantime, 
all parties seem to be active, Mr Miall mes with public meetings— 
the others partly with that, and with canvassing, §c. According to 
the official register for the year 1844, and under which the present 
election will take place, the number of electors was 5,640, divided as 
follows: — Bermondsey, 1,007; Christchurch, 662; Rotherhithe, 
347 ; St George’s 1,781; St John's and St Olave's, 840; St Saviour’s 
and St Thomas's, 1,003, But this number has been reduced by 
deaths, removals, and other causes, upwards of 1,000, ‘This body is 
divided into the political parties of Whigs, Conservatives, and Radi- 
cals; the first two are nearly equally fivided, and in all the con- 
tests which have occurred for years past the successful parties have 
gained their majorities from the third section. How the present 
election may turn it would yet be hazardous to conjecture. 

LScastrtvure ron Cuurcn Rates.—In one of the districts of 
Hackuey, where a church rate has several times been refused, 
the churehwardens have been allowed by the Bishop of London 
to raise the price of the sittings in the church, and out of the 
money thus obtained pay the ordinary church rate expenditure. 
If this plan were generally adopted, there would at once be an 
end to those unseemly contests which at present annually disturb 
ihe peace of so many neighbourhoods. 

Desiructrive Conrcacration.—On Monday evening before eight 
o*clock, a destructive conflagration, invelving the loss of property to 
the amount of nearly 200,000/, broke out in the premiscs of Messrs 
Bradbury, Greatorex, and Beale, French, Scotch, and Manchester 
war: lousemen, of 6 Aldermanbury. The premises in question are 
considered as almost the largest in that line of business in the city of 
London, extending in the rear from Aldermanbury to the western 
end of the Guildhall, and abutting on Dyer’s court, on the northern 
side of the church of St Lawrence, Jewry. So rapid was the progress 
ot the fire, that the whole building was one mass of flame before an 
engine arrived, the first being that of the parish. of St Lawrence 
Jewry. This was speedily followed by the brigade from the Watling 
street and other stations, and also the County and the West of 
England. Notwithstanding the exertions of the firemen, under the 
orders of Mr Superivtendent Braidwood, the fire continued to 
progress, and at one time the whole of Aldermanbury, Guild- 
hall, and the church of St Lawrence Jewry were considered ‘in 
Imminent danger, and but for the extraordinary exertions of 
the firemen. they must have fallen a prey to the flames. By 
strenuous exertions the fire was prevented from extending beyond 
the adjacent premises of Messrs Stone and Co., grocers and tea- 
dealers, No. 5 Aldermanbury, seriously damaged by water and fire. 
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The flames were got under by half-past 9 o'clock, and it is believed 
that not only every vestige of property, but even the books of the 
firm, are consumed, By half-past 10 o'clock the fire was extinguished, 
but the ruins were still smouldering. In consequence of the early 
period of the fire, and the brilliancy of the flames, thousands of people 
were attracted to the spot, and it required all the exertions of the 
city police, under the orders of inspectors Wallis, Woodroffe, and 
Chadwick, to preserve anything like order, and to keep the populace 
at a sufficient distance to enable the engines, at least 20 in number, 
to work. Bradbury, Greatorex, and Co., are insured nearly as 
follows :—Sun fire Office 16,000/, Royal Exchange 15,000/, Manches- 
ter 10,000/, Phenix 9,0000/, Globe 7,000/, Alliance 6,000/, Union 
5,000/, London 5,000/, Norwich Union 5,000/ Scottish Union 5,000:, 
Kent 2,000/. Total 85,000/. ‘The above mentioned offices, we under- 
stand, declare the insurances to be a total loss; the sum, however, 
will not cover the loss of the firm by, it has been stated, 60,0002 
The next sufferers are Messrs Coster and Co, the extensive ware- 
housemen at the corner of Fountain court, Aldermanbury. The back 
part of their warehouse has sustained much injury. A large portion 
of their valuable merchandise was saturated with water, part of the 
roof on the back warehouse burnt off, and several bed rooms burnt 
out. They are insured in the following offices :—Sun, Manchester, 
Liverpool, Royal Exchange, Phenix, Alliance, Globe, Hand-in-Hand, 
Westminster, Norwich Union, London, and Union; total 171,000/. 
The exact amount of the firm's loss cannot as yet be arrived at. The 
third important damage is that of Messrs Oliver and Co. Manchester 
| warehousemen, whose premises adjoined Messrs Bradbury and Co.'s 
in Aldermanbury, The stock is injured by water and removal, part 
of the roof carried away, and several apartments at the top of the 
building seriously burnt. We understand the insurance effected on 
this property to n Fire office, Royal Exchange, and Pheonix ; 
total 35,0007. Respecting the entire loss of property, it is feared that 
it will extend to from 190,000/ to 200,000/. Though no life was lost 
by the fire, the coroner for the city, Mr Payne, acting under an anci- 
ent law, held an inquest on ‘Thursday, with the view of learning 
“how and by what means a certain house in Aldermanbury had re- 
cently been burned.” After hearing evidence, the jury eame to the 
conclusion that the fire was the result of accident. 

Roya Potytecunre Ixstirurtox.—Dr John Ryan has been giving 
& most interesting lecture at this institution, on the recent experi- 
ments performed by Mons. Boutigny at Cambridge. Dr Ryan com- 
mences his lecture by some interesting details connected with the 
principal causes of explosions in steam-boilers, and in connexion with 
the over-heated state of flues and the resulting accidents. He points 
out that the maximum point of evaporation is much below the red 
heat of iron, being in fact not higher than 400 Fahrenheit ; therefore, 
until the metal cooled down, no explosion could take place. He 
illustrates this by pouring water into a platinum crucible at white 
heat. ‘The water immediately assumes the spheroidal condition, and 
continues in a violent state of action until the platinum cools down, 
when suddenly the water becomes converted into steam with immense 
violence, In this way, no doubt, boilers had been injured after the 
fire had been removed. These experiments, however, the Doctor 
says, are erroneously called Mons. Boutigny’s. They are not new, he 
says, having been exhibited in Paris, London, and America fifteen 
years ago, by Mons. Pouillet, Professor Faraday, and others. The 
concluding experiment of Mons. Boutigny's is really new, which he 
performed in the following manner :—A deep capout was brought to 
a plowing red heat, and at the same moment liquid sulphurous acid, 
which had been preserved in the liquid state by a freezing mixture, 
and some water, were poured into the vessel. The rapid evaporation 
of the volatile sulphurous acid, which enters into ebullition at the 
freezing point, produced such an intense degree of cold, that a lump 
of ice, as Jarge asa man’s fist, was immediately formed in the red hot 
vessel, The audience at the institution invariably testify their appro- 
bation of this beautiful experiment by loud applause.

Sourm Witts ann Warminster Farmers’ Crus.—The annual 
meeting and exhibition of this Society, was held at Warminster on 
Friday last week, and as usual on those occasions there was a din- 
ner to wind up tite proceedings of the day. John Benett, Esq., M.P., 
the — of the society, was in the chair, and was supported by 
the Right Hon. Sidney Herbert, M.P., gc. Among the first of the 
after-dinner proceedings was the calling in of some labourers to get 
prizes. In presenting them, the chairman said that, though in them- 
selves those premiums might not be much worth (they were from 30s 
to 2/ in general, and about 20 in number), yet as evidences of cha- 
racter they were very valuable. He added :— 


“T am an old man, older than most of you, and I have always observed 
that character is of more value than any pecuniary reward. . . . I re- 
spect you, and I am sure every person in this room must respect you also. 
In this world it has pleased God to throw men into different positions ; the 
poor man is born to labour, but you must not repine at your lot. If you 
are content, if you are honest, and if you attend to the good advice which 
every man receives from his pastor in this happy country, you may live in 
comfort ; yours will be a life of labour, but it will be also one of happiness ; 
and you may enjoy as high a position in the world to come as the richest 
noble in the land. Equality cannot be expected in this life, but in the 
world to come rich and poor may look for equality of happiness. J have of- 
ten considered what would be the station of life which I should choose if I were 
again to be born ; and I think, if it were possible I could have the choice, I should 
rather be placed in the situation of one of you, than in the highest position in the 
land, provided a temper was given to me capable of making me happy in such a 
situation, knowing as I should that no differences here would affect my hap- 
piness in the world to come. (Cheers.)” 

—The health of the labourers was then drunk, and afterwards that 
of the Chairman, who made a very long speech on the corn law 
question. He said :— 


“ This was a serious period for all who were engaged in agriculture ; agri- 
culturists hardly knew what to be about; they scarcely knew what laws 
might stand or what be repealed in the next or succeeding years, They 
were told that they were to have a repeal of the corn laws—he, for one, did 
not believe it; for he did not think it possible that a measure which 
would create universal distress among a!! classes, would be permitted to be 
carried into effect. It was true that they had opposed to them a combi- 
nation of talent and wealth, bitterly hostile to the agricultueajri—arsnt; i tt 
was indeed a contest between the agricultural and the mercantile interests, 
which should be uppermost. Heretofore the agriculturists had possessed 
the greater power, but it was now become a serious contest. rey had 
seen ministers, too, rather leaning to the new doctrines; their position was 
now altered, and the question arose, what course ought theyto pursue. 
He was not despairing, he had never done so; but he was surprised that 
so large and important an interest as the landlord, tenant, aud labourer 
should be overcome by a mere ephemeral interest, full of money no doubt, 
com of men making immense fortunes in a few years, or suddenly 
sinking, leaving the public to pay their debts, and then soon starting up 

in to pursue a similar course. Not so the farmer; he weut siowly 
to work, and if, in the course of his life, he amassed a fortune of 20 or 30 
thousand pounds, it was as much as had been done, or as he was able to do. 
(Loud laughter, and ironical cheers.) If an agriculturist had a fortune of 
30 thousand pounds he risked that for the common interest ; and in the 
course of 30 or 40 years, perhaps, he made a competency, and was able to 
establish his children in life. But the trader—the cotton man—by speen- 
lation made his 200 or 300 thousand in 9 or 10 years, or else there was a 
smash, and the public paid his debts. That was just the difference of their 
position ; their's (the agriculturist’s) was a sound and steady mode of 
acquiring wealth ; the other’s was a mere gambling speculation ;—his only 
olject being to make money, to do which he must screw down wages. 
(Cries of “no, no.”) He knew that Id per hour taken from a large number 
amounted to a large sum, and consequently that was screwed out of the 
wages ofhis people. And in this respect again there was an essential differ- 
ence between the agriculturist and the manufacturer. Still, said Mr 
Bennett, if they would let us alone we should be perfectly satisfied ; but 
they will not let us go on in the old jog trot way, our labourers in comfort, 
and ourselves happy and contented. (Laughter.) . d+ ts wits 
This conspiracy against them must be opposed; the corn laws must be 
maintained, or they should be ruined. What was the reason, he would ask, 
that the Anti-Corn Law League, who professed so much affection for the 
labourers, would not Jet them drink beer? Beer was as necessary as bread 
to the rman; he could not work without it. Why then compel him to 
drink water only? Why not take off the Mult Tax—(hear, hear, hear)— 
that would give them a better price for their barley, and they could then 
afford to sell wheat at a lower price. Were it not for the malt tax, they 
would not find the labourer drinking beer ina public-house. That was now 
the grand evil. ‘ ‘ a One word more—do not despond, you are 
too powerful to despond. We are all Englishmen posscssing sense and 
power. Let us take our cause into our own hands, and while we are united 
we shall overcome all our enemies, (The honourable gentleman sat down 
amidst cheers and a few hisses and loud cries of * H’ncore, Excore.’)” 
—Mr Sidney Herbert was also a lengthy speaker on the occasion. 
Mention having been made of his famous advice to farmers not to 
come to Parliament “whining” about their distress, he now denied 
having ever used the word! He said “he would not go into those 
topics on which his honourable colleague hadspoken ;” and added :— 

* Before I sit down I beg to assure you that my interest in agriculture is 
unchanged ; Iam equally bound up with it,—I have it equally at heart. 
Practically I cannot boast of being a good farmer; but I am just now be- 
ginning to farm for myself, and I trust I shall not regret it. 1am not going 
to farm by reading books, and so make my experiments warnings rather 
than examples; I hope to farm for my own amusement, and without loss ;

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Rauway Accipents.—A fatal aecident occurred on the North 
Midland Railway, at Masborough, on Saturday last, by which a poor 
man named Francis Dam, in the employ of Mr Barker, of Rotherham, 
lost his life. ‘The man had uncautiously allowed himself to be walk- 
ing on the rails when a train a. His person was dreadfully 
lacerated, and he ultimately died.—On Monday evening the express 
train from Leeds to Manchester, which leaves Leeds at 6 P.M., ran off 
the line near Methley, a station on the Midland Railway, about eight 
miles from Leeds. The engine ran down an embankment of some 
thirty feet in depth, and was completely smashed to pieces. The 
only carriages attached to it were one of the first and one of the second 
class, the former being next to the engine. The total number of pas- 
sengers in the train was only six, and three of these were in the first 
class carriage. They were Mr Thomas Clegg, cotton spinner, New- 
market lane, Manchester, with Mrs and Miss Clegg, who were re- 
turning home from Harrowgate, where they had been for the benefit 
of Mrs Clegg’s health. None of them, miraculously, were hurt.— As 
the half-past eight o'clock morning train, on the South Western 
Railway, was at Walton station on Wednesday, and while the engine 
was taking in water, the fire-box was rent open by the pressure of 
the steam, and the engineer much scalded. ‘The fireman was un- 
hurt; so were the passengers; but a man who had just got out of 
the train was struck by a piece of coke, propelled by the force of the 
steam, and sustained a slight cut at the Back of his head—his escape 
was avery near one. The train was taken on, after a detention of 
twenty minutes, by another engine.—Several trifling accidents are 
reported as having occurred on the Northern and Eastern line during 
the past week, which keeps alive the want of public confidence 
in ~ thorough safety under which this line seems, in some measure, 
to lie.

ASSESSMENT or CLERGYMEN FOR THE Poon.---At a meeting of

INDIA AND CHINA. 


The Overland Mail from Calcutta reached London on Wednesday 
night. It brings no news of importanee. . 

Caxourta, July 3.—A native paper reports a most horrible case of 
dacoity, or gang robbery, in a distriet near Calcutta, A band of da- 
coits attacked and entered the house of a Brahmin, whose family 
comprised an unusual number of women; these, on the attack, re- 
tired te a room, locked themselves in, and, from the inside, parleyed 
with the robbers, offering them all their jewels and ornaments if they 
might be spared from insult or injury. The ruffians, however, broke 
into the room, and proceeded to divest the poor women of their orna- 
mentsand clothes; and, it is almost toe monstrous for belief, when 
ring or bangle from the arm or ancle did not come away easily, they 
cut off the limb, After wadlating ten or twelve women in this hor- 
rible manner, they retired with their booty. A very annoying acci- 
dent occurred near Calcutta lately. A fine snspension bridge, the 
longest, it ia said, in India, just as it was completed, fell into the wa- 
ter. It was thrown over the Buloo Khal, a creek a few miles up the 
river. Letters have been received from the Punjaub, which state 
that the recent tranquillity has been broken by a battle, or skirmish, 
betwixt Peshora Singh and the royal army, in which the former had 
the advantage, but did not follow it up. . 

Bomaay, July 3.—That terrible scourge, cholera, has made its 7 
pearance in almost every station in western India, and has not only 
committed serious ravages amongst the native community, but has 
cut off a good many Europeans. In the Punjaub, Peshawur, &c, it 
has been frightfully prevalent, and at one time, in the city of Lahore 
alone, it was striking down five and six hundred daily ; latterly the 
deaths are reported at fifty and sixty, and the total number that have 
fallen in the sickly capital and its environs, since the first breaki 
out of the malady, is stated at between twenty and thirty thousan 
The news from Scinde continues pacific and unexciting. Our troops 
continue healthy. 

Tue Rexricious Riots 1n Genmany.—The accounts from Leipsic 
would seem to indicate that fresh outbreaks were likely to occur in 
that city. It appears that the exasperation of the people against 
Prince John proceeded from the fact that he is one of the most open 
and jahaak opponents of the Protestant church, and that, as a 
member of the council of state, he opposed the granting liberty to 
the we German church to perform divine service according to its 
new forms. 









EPITOME OF NEWS. 


As usual, when politics become dull everywhere else, events in Ire- 
land start up to command universal attention. Our readers will 
recollect of some foolish letters—equally so on both sides—pass- 
ing recently between a Mr Watson of the county of Antrim, and 
the Marquis of Londonderry, respecting the former gentleman's 
proposed attendance at an Orange festival on the 12th July. Mr 
Watson did attend, notwithstanding the advice of Lord London- 
derry, and was, in consequence, immediately after dismissed from 
the offices of deputy-lieutenant and justice of the peace, which he 
held. This was understood to be a declaration on the part of the 
executive Government, that as it had already exerted all its power 
and influence in putting down and discouraging the Repeal move- 
ment and its abettors, so, in the spirit of justice to all parties, 
which they have now given out as the unalterable feature of their 
Irish policy, they would do the same by any other violent and out- 
rageous partisans, whatever might be their creed or party. 

he warning seemed for a time to take effect. One “ great 
gathering” (that was to be) absolutely broke down for want of 
leaders. But it would seem this was only the calm which precedes a 
storm. The Orange gentry were notcowed ; they only “kept their 
breath for a timé,” counting their strength, and, as it would seem, 
proposing to themselves, if that strength should seem sufficient to 
overawe a Government which, having first ceased to be their tool, 
and then seemed to be more at the service of their enemies than 
of them, had not unnaturally become the object of their undis- 
guised and thorough detestation. The time thus taken for reflec- 
tion has not, however, had that effect on the Orangemen of 
Ireland which it would no doubt have had on most men: Though 
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they profess to be very religious men, they seem to have paid no 


attention to that wise advice of the apostle James, “ Let not the- 


sun go down upon thy wrath”—they seem rather to have “ nursed 
it to keep it warm.” 

Accordingly, we find that what they call “a Grand Protestant 
Demonstration,” sock ples at Lisburn on Wednesday, at which 
the Lord Lieutenant of county Down, the Marquis of Downshire, 
presided, and from twenty to thirty justices of the peace, and as 
many clergymen, besides numbers estimated variously from 15 to 
40,000, and which, probably, did amount to about 20,000, attended 
to condole with Mr Watson, to pass resolutions (which they did 
in the strongest language) condemnatory of the present Ministry, 
and to address the Queen, advising her to dismiss them. Almost 
every second speaker likened Sir Robert Peel to Judas Iscariot, 
and the usual “ to-hell-with-the-Pope-and-O’Connell” sentiments 
were the staple of the talk. One reverend gentleman, a Mr 
Leslie, whether any relative of the Bishop of Kilmore, we know 
not, but hope not, quoted from St Paul, to show that the meeting 
was not to care for the opposition of Government, as it was not 
properly founded. “Government,” he said, “ ought to be a terror 
to Popery, and all its abominations, iniquity, and all its works, 
instead of to truth and righteousness. He called upoa the assembly 
to declare whether Mr Watson was guilty or not guilty. (Cries 
of ‘not guilty.’) Having read a mock form of indictmeut, the rev. 
goin proceeded to comment on the policy of Government. 

e feared that they were going to pension frese ‘infernal priests.’ 
(Cheers,) Their cry was ‘More money—more priests.’ (Groans.) 
He could tell them that Sir Robert Peel told a lie (cheers), when 
he said that the priests were ill fed and eet Dive in a bed. 
(Cheers and laughter.) They had plenty of beef and plenty of 
pene ns wore long gaiters and k coats—they were 
erammed full of good things, and all the difference was, that on 
Fridays, instead of beef and mutton, they were crammed with 

od fish. (Cheers and laughter.) They were told, indeed, that 
this was a legaey of Mr Pitt’s. Who the devil was Mr Pitt? 
(Heart cheers, and laughter.) Christians don’t know his name. 
Tt was not to be found in the book of life. Who was he to leave 
them a legacy? (Cheers.) Let him be 50 Pitts—ay, or the 
bottomless pit (cheers)—he had no right to do any such thing. 
(Laughter.)” Such is the talk of Irish Orangemen—such the 
spirit by which they are at present animated. Ifthe Government 
fears to: meet all this insolence in the same spirit that they met 
much milder words and deeds on the part of Repealers two years 
ago, their pusillanimity will lead to farther, and even more outrage- 
ous scenes of the same sort. We are inclined to believe, however, 
that Lord Heytesbury will prove himself equal to his duties on 
this, as he has done on all former occasions. 

For some account of the farther travels of her Majesty abroad, 
and for one or two elections, past and pending, we refer to other 
parts of our paper. 

It only remains for us to add, respecting the Weather, that, 
though the week began in a very threatening manner, we have 
now had some days of continuous sunshine, and, though 
some injury has been done to the crops, a very short time 
farther of such weather would do much to make the harvest less 
a subject of alarm, on account of anticipated deficiency, than it 
has recently been. Reaping has now me general in the 
Southern counties.

C. 8., Leeds.— The remarks on the Trade with Brazil are extremely useful, and the sub- 
ject deserves attention. We have long had it under consideration, but itis extremely 
difficult to suggest any real remedies for abuses of men's own interests, which arise 
out of a free exercise of their own will. The more difficull, however, our trade is 
rendered by restrictions, the more likely are parties to resort to such artificial at- 
tempts to forceit. The subject shali be carefully considered, and, if any good can 
be done, duly remarked upon. 

AmpBitiovs, Stourbridge.— We are not aware of any particular company here or in Li- 
ver pool, which seenoaging young men to go to China in the tea trade as clerks. But 
if such a Company exists, this will no doubt meet the eye of some one cognisant with 
the fact, and the particulars. 

E. E. H.—The articles of export to the Mauritius consist of English manufactures 
of every description; but for @ mixed population of English, French, liberated 
negroes, and Hill coolies, much must depend on the selection of the goods, as to 
their style being suitable to such varied tastes; and nothing but experience of the 
market can teach this. All regular urticles of demand are shipped largely on con- 
signment by regular houses in the trade; and, without special information and the 
advantage of experience in selecting goods, such an investment would not be likely 
to be profitable. 

C. P., Manchester.—Communication too late for this week. Weare perfectly agreed in 
the opinion expressed. 

V. R., Glasgow.—We will write to various parts of Kent, and ascertain whether the 
potatoe crops which have failed have been manured in whole or in part with guano. 
But we believe that has not been the cause ; for in Belginm and Holland, where little 
or no guano has yet been used, the failure from a similar cause is even greater than 
tn this country. 





POSTSCRIPT. 
SATURDAY MORNING, AUGUST 23. 


Her Masesty’s Visir to Germany.—Mayence, August 18.— 
Her Majesty left this morning for Wurzburg, at 7 o'clock, ina 
carriage and four, followed by her suite in two other carriages, and 
escorted by a party of Prussian Lancers. The royal party expect 
to arrive at Wurzburg at about 8 o'clock this evening, but it is 
probable they have not sufficiently calculated on the slowness of 
German postilions. Salutes were fired as the Queen left, and 
there was a slight additional bustle in the streets.—Her Majesty 
and suite dined yesterday at the Government House with Prince 
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William of Prussia. They left at 9 o'clock, and returned to their 
hotel. In the afternoon, at 3 o'clock, the royal party attended 
divine service in the Protestant Church. The Rev. Mr Dunnage 
performed service. A day or two may elapse after the publica- 
tion of this communication before any further account of her 
at progress can be received in London.

Queen of Spain, of which the following is a sample ;— 

“ Between two ships a large rope hung across the sea, and in the middle 

was tied a live goose, whose neck was to be wrung off by men who j mped wp for 
this purpose from the boats which passed under the rope;” —“ When the man 
su ed in wringing off the goose’s neck, down he went into the water, 
and the boat returned to pick him up.” 
The next morning there was a bull-fight, at which the young 
Queen did not make her appearance. “At first the sight was 
shocking,” says our correspondent, whose nerves were not then 
strung to the royal pitch, “I could hardly look at it, for the bull 
gored the horses frightfully, but still they were obliged to go on.” One 
of the bulls was so quiet that the dogs were called for, “but though 
attacked by these animals, who were tell tossed, the bull was not 
roused till they planted fiery darts in his neck, which burst with a 
loud explosion, and made the animal jump and rear in the air.” 
“The poor horses must have suffered dreadfully, being goaded on 
with their entrails trailing on the ground.” What a delightful sight 
to feast the eyes of a youthful Queen and her sister! Afterwards 
the royal party went to church. 

It is said that Sir Robert Peel has settled, out of his own private 
purse, 400/a-year on Mr Bonham, late of the Ordnance.— Globe.

A Dreaprut Cottiery Exptosion took place at Jarrow, near 
South Shields, on the evening of Thursday, by which upwards 
of forty men are ascertained to have lost their lives. The cause 
of this new catastrophe in those parts is not yet stated, but we 
shall return to the subject next week with more time and fuller 
information regarding it. It is time that something was done to 
arrest these repeated hecatombs of human beings. 

A Storm has been the means of doing great harm to human 
life, public buildings, and houses in Rouen. Its violence has been 
such that trees have been torn up and some of the strongest build- 
ings levelled with the ground. 

The religious excitement occasioned by Ronge in Leipsic and 
other parts of Germany, continues to cause great uneasiness to 
continental governments. 

How to Screw vown Waces.—Mr P —— (a farmer in Wilt- 
shire) occupies a vast breadth of land. He keeps several hunters, 
and subscribes 100/ to one pack of hounds, and hunts oceasionally 
with another pack. He is, of course, entited to wear scarlet, 
and does wear it in the hunt te which he subscribes. In that to 
which he does not subscribe he goes in plain clothes. He keeps 
three hunting horses, sometimes more, ‘and a groom to keep the 
horses. He pays 63 a week to his men. Two of them last year 
had as high as 7s a week, but several had only 5s. One married 
man, who had a wife and child to maintain, and who did all 
kinds of work on the farm, had only 5s aweek. Several young 
men, able to plough, and who did plough day after day, had only 
3s 6d and 4sa week. None were paid higher than 7s. The aver- 
age weekly wages exclusive of harvest, of all the able-bodied men 
on that very extensive farm was 5s 2d a week. That was the 
average last year; this season it is rather lower than that,—Morn- 
ing Advertiser, ———ee

GREAT IMPORTANCE OF THE OFFICIAL ACCOUNTS 
FOR THE WHOLE KINGDOM. 

Uxrit of late the Official Accounts of the Imports and Exports of th, 
country have only been published annually, about the time of the 
meeting of Parliament, and, referring to the preceding year, too late 
to be of any current utility to the merchant. For sometime past we 
have been enabled, by the courtesy of the department of the Board 
of Trade, to publish these accounts every month as the year advances. 
At all timee this would have been of essential importance to the mer- 
cantile community; but now, the changes which have taken place 
render it more than ever needful, in order to afford any information 
which can be relied upon as perfectly accurate. While nearly the 
whole of the business of Foreign and Colonial Produce was confined 
to London and Liverpool, it was not difficult to ascertain the imports, 
and consumption of articles sufficiently accurate for practical 

uses ; but now that there has been, wisely, so much facility given for 
removing goods coastways in bond, and so many bonding warehouses 
erected throughout the kingdom, the transactions of the leading 
form a very imperfect criterion of the whole, and often lead to 

an entirely erroneous conclusion. These Official Accounts furnishing 
ise and accurate transactions for the whole kingdom, how- 

ever trivial the port, or wherever duties are paid, entirely remedy 
that defect. Then, again, since so many articles have been, also so 
wisely, relieved of all duty, it has become impossible to distinguish 
what quantity of each article is taken for home consumption, and 
what quantity is exported. The Second Table of these accounts fur- 
nishes the quantity of many leading articles exported, and, by deduct- 
ing these from the quantities delivered, will give the home consump- 
tion. Then, again, each article is given in the precise official weights, 
in place of the indefinite and sometimes uncertain term of packages. 
The Accounts before us furnish some important examples of these 
remarks. It will be seen in the Tables, and under the remarks on Tea, 
that the eamaes duty paid in the present year and the two preced-

18,000,000 ......0 17,490,000 .ooseeeee 17,200,000 
ere not only is the entire quantity at least 20 per cent less than it 
should be, but the consumption of this year isshowa to be 290,000 lbs 
less than last year, in place of 1,652,163 lbs more ; ard this quan- 
tity must be correct, because it is that on which duty has been 
received, and by which the revenue accounts are made up. The 


real truth is thus seriously reversed by the transactions of the 
numerous small ports ; from which great and serious blunders might 
arise. ; 

Again, the stocks of Sugar appear to have increased considerably 
since the beginning of the year, judging only by those in the London 
warehouses; whereas we show, by these accounts (see Remarks on 
Sugar), that they must have diminished in the whole kingdom dur- 
ing that period, by upwards of 13,000 tons, notwithstanding the huge 
supply. Here, again, a serious miscalculation might be committed. 
The same to a less or greater degree prevails with every article. No 
accounts can pretend to any strict accuracy, except such as include 
every customhouse in the kingdom, as these do. It is necessary to 
explain that these Imports and Exports refer to goods that have } singe 
the entire and perfect entries at the customhouse, up to the day on 
which they are made, and do not include arrivals, the entries of which 
have not been completed, which go into the accounts of the following 
month. This fact, of course, makes no difference as to the aggregate 
quantities, buj may make a difference between particular months, as 
they appear in these Tables and in the ordinary commercial accounts. 

In the remarks which we make on the various articles from month 
to month, it is not our wish so much to express an opinion of the 
future, as to furnish the needful data from which others may form and 
mature their opinions. 

The Tables of the Classification of Exports are prepared from month 
to month, as the year advances, with great labour, and the utility of 
them is too obvious to require remark.

IMPORT OF LIVE ANIMALS. 
EFFECT ON THE PRODUCTION OF CORN. 


In the last six months, for the first time since the passing of Sir Ro- 
bert Peel's tariff of 1842, has the importation of live cattle acquired 
any degree of importance; and now, the numbers are only large 
when compared with former years; but, when measured by our home 
consumption, so trivial as scarcely to deserve any serious notice as an 
item of general supply. ‘Though the quantity is, however, compara- 
tively so trivial as to produce no effect upon the prices in our mar- 
kets, yet has it been materially felt in raising the price in Holland, 
a and the other adjacent parts of the continent, from which 
this supp y has been received. On referring to the Tables, and com- 
paring them with those of last month, it will be observed that the 
import of the month of June of this year has exceeded in quantity 
that of the whole six months of any previous year, the import of June

The important increase in the imports of this year is to be attri- 
buted to several causes. First, the long severity of the winter and 
the great scarcity of fodder, as in this country induced the farmers to 
send their cattle to market more freely than usual. ‘The same causes 
having operated in this country during the winter, has rendered the 
supplies in our own markets at home somewhat scanty of late, which, 
added to the general improved demand, has raised prices so much as 
to form an additional inducement to import cattle from abroad. The 
effect of this on the continent has been to cause a general movement 
from the Eastern countries towards this market, to supply the vacuum 
created by those sent here. The higher prices in Belgium, Holland, 
and Holstein, caused by the export to this country, have created a 
demand in the circle of country immediately to the east of them, and 
it is said that the influence of this demand, no doubt aided by the 

neral prosperous condition of all parts of the continent, has been 

elt as far to the east as Hungary. 


This is a striking example how an increased prosperity and demand 
for produce, in any particular spot, extends its beneficial influences, 
however unwittingly. to those on the spot of demand, and however 
unconscious those may be at a distance of the real cause, to the most 
remote countries ; and exhibits an example of the mysterious way by 
which the interests of all countries, however distant, are linked and 
united together. It is difficult for the cattle-dealer in Hull, while 
landing his oxen fed in the pastures of Holstein or Holland, to un- 
derstand that his acts are benefiting the grazier in Hungary; and 
when the grazier in Hungary experiences a better demand, and 
receives a higher price in the towns immediately to the west and 
north of him, it would be a long time before he referred it to the 
English tariff of 1842, and to the improved condition of Manchester, 
Leeds, and the other great consuming places in thiscountry. Such, 
however, it is; and thus it is that the interests of the human family, 
in various parts of the globe, are promoted in a way of which all par- 
ties are often perfectly unconscious ; and it is only by promoting and 
facilitating such intercourse, that the opening of new roads, canals, 
river navigation, and railways, tend so much to the general improve- 
ment of countries and the human race; while, on the other hand, 
every obstruction or restriction imposed on such intercourse is inju- 
rious to all parties ; every such obstruction is, in fact, similar in effect 
to the stoppage of a navigation, the barricading a road, or the tearin 
up of a railway ; and such is every customhouse, in as far as it is use 
to impose duties not levied for the purposes of revenue only. 


_ We would be the last to find fault with an increased freedom of 
intercourse in any way, but, we cannot but admit, that in the concep- 
tion of the tariff an oversight was committed which is likely to prove 
injurious in some os Facilities were wisely afforded for the in- 
troduction of cattle; but no facilities were afforded for the freer in- 
troduction of the food with which to feed them. The n 

consequence has been that only fat cattle have been imported. It is 
like admitting freely @ perfectly manufactured article ready for the 
consumer, and prohibiting the raw material of which it is made. We 
practically prohibit the import of the lean or young animal, |

and with him the beans, maize, or barley with which he could 
be fed in our own farm- while we admit them when the 
latter are converted into goodly lairs of fat on the back of the animal. 
And in this case such a = operates very injuriously. It is 
a truth well known in the best agricultural districts, that the chief 
profit attendant on the feeding of cattle is the manure which the far- 
mer obtains for his future crops. If a farmer in East Lothian, Lin- 
colnshire,’or Norfolk buys a number of lean stock, and, after stall 
feeding, obtains only the additional price which pays for the turnips or 
grain at the rate they would have sold in the market, he is quite 
sntietod, beving the manure only as the remuneration for his trouble. 
But on this manure depends his nee ee grain and potatoe crops ; 
and it is in this way that stall feeding has proved so beneficial in 
modern farming. nd there can be no doubt that the produc- 
tiveness of the whole country during the next two years will mate- 

ly suffer in consequence of the great scarcity of fodder and inferior 
grain for the food of cattle during the present and last year. And the 
great reduction in the stock of cattle, attributable to the same cause, 
must have the effect, during the next year, of making butcher meat 
dearer than it has been for seyeral years. 





PROVISIONS. 

Notwithstanding the general expectations as to the effect of the 
new tariff, no increase has taken place in the present year in the im- 
port of salted or cured provisions, with the exception of foreign pork, 
though no more has been taken for consumption than in 1843; and 
this is somewhat remarkable, when we consider the improved demand 
for and prices of such commodities, compared with 1842 and 1843. 
A reference to the tables will shew that neither of bacon, beef, (colo- 
nial or foreign) or hams, has any increased supply been received. 





BurTER AND, CuEEsE.--These articles, on the contrary, show a 
very large increase in the quantities imported and cleared for con- 
sumption, This iacrease is. to be attributed only to the improved 
condition of the country, the greater, demand and. the higher price ; 
ie in neither gf these areal oe rRER been any aeeaiee of duty. 

ere are, aps, no‘other articles, the import of which fluctuates so 
certainly with the can of the condition of the country than these ; 
and which furnish so an evidence how little our home producers 
are influenced by foreign competition, compared with the general con- 
dition and prosperity ef the masses of consumers, It is not a matter 
of surprise that the largest imports of any articleshould always be co- 
existent with high prices, and that with lower prices the imports 
should diminish ; but where this is observed always to be the case, it 
shows at least that the prices of home produce are regulated by an- 
other cause altogether independent of such foreign supplies. 
reference to the tables will show that, as the state of the has 
improved, and with it the prices of home produce, the imports from 
abroad have also increased. Nor is this experience confined to the 
last three years ; from 1838 to 1842 the quantity of butter imported 
fell from 256,193 cwts to 175,197 cwts, and im the latter year the 
price of home produce was at least 30 per cent lower than in the for- 
mer year. The imports of Irish butter into Liverpool in 1840, ’41 
and ’42, also bear some relation to those into the whole kingdom ;

And yet such was the depressed state of the country during the latter 
year, that the dairy farmers in England never suffered so much, or ob- 
tained such low prices. From that year till the present moment, the 
supplies from Ireland have been increasing, the imports from abroad 
haye also been increasing, and the prices which the English farmer has 
received have also been —— improving. Low much more im- 
portant, then, is it for the English er, that such general policy 
shall be pursued as tents ‘to encourage trade and p ity among 
the preat manufacturing classes, than that which tends to contract 
their demand and means of consumption, by restrictions on commerce. 

A reference to the Tables, and to those of last month, will show

And this rapid increase has taken place without any change whatever 
in the duties, and’ is solely attributable to: the improved state of the 
country. 

Fisu.—A reference to the Tables will show that no great increase 
has taken place in the import of fresh fish, notwithstanding the dis- 
may exhibited by the Duke of Richmond on account of the Spey sal- 
mon. But there is one extraordinary feature worthy of remark with 
regard to cured fish ; the import ‘of which has been extremely trivial 
in former years, but in the present has risen to a very important

Grain.—A reference to the Tables will show that the quantities of 
all kinds of grain imported: during the first six months of this year 
are nrach smaller than in 1844, except oats, beans, maize, and buck- 
wheat, the three former having been greatly in excess. The same 
remarx applies to the quantities cleared for home consumption. 
Oats, beans, and maize or Indian corn, have formed very important 
4 tems in the trade of the six months, having been extensively used 
aoe. to supply the home deficiency of fodder, in feeding cattle. 

here the miachief of high duties and of the sliding scale have 
peer felt as very onerous to the farmers. It is no doubt contended 
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that the ceapiate of duties is calculated to relieve the consumer

by the rate ig as the price rises. But, on the other hand, the 
consumer finds himself thus circumstanced ; if the price of beans and 
Indian corn is cheap abroad, he is excluded from a use of them by 


a ~— duty. which, when added to the low price at which he could 
P e articles, makes them dear for his use ; and when at length 
short supplies, by which he is suffering all the time, have raised . 
averages so as to reduce the duty, the farmer here is not benefited 
by that, inasmuch as he only gets the advantage of a low duty, at the 
disadvantage of a high price. In either case the price must be high 
to him ; for if he can buy his oats, beans, and maize abroad (the raw 
materials of his trade), at a low price, then he is subjected to an 
enormous duty, and when he experiences a reduction of duty it is 
only on condition of paying an enormous priceabroad. Beans, under 
the price of 30s a quarter, are subject toa duty of lls 6d. Indian 
corn, under 26s a quarter, is subject to a duty of 11s, both being about 
40 per cent. The inconvenience and loss to our farmers during the 
last year from this source has been enormous; and, as we have be- 


fore observed, it will be felt in the future quality of their grain crops, | 


which will suffer from a deficiency of manure. This question, to 
which the attention of Parliament was so ably directed in the late 
session, will be renewed at the commencement of the next; and it 
will be difficult, when these forcible facts are placed before the 
House, in their obvious injury to the farmer in feeding his stock, te 
prevent an extension of the same principles to the higher classes of 
grain used for the food of man. 

The quantity of flour imported this year has been little more than 
half of that in the corresponding period of last year, but considerably 
more has been taken for consumption, thus :—

Cocoa.—The consumption of this article shows a steady increase, 
while the whole import exhibits an extraordinary reduction upon 
that of last year, and is not equal to one-third of the quantity con- 
sumed in the same period. e imports of 1842 were large, and 
those of 1843 were, as will be seen by .the tables, extremely small ; 
but last year the quantity was again very large, and again a greater 
reduction is evident in the present year, while the consumption 
steadily progresses.

And the revenue in 1823 derived therefrom was 15,5214. In 1824 
these duties were reduced to 6d, 94, and 1s 3d respectively, just one- 
half, and in 1831 the revenue was 15,329/, In 1832 the duties were 
again reduced to 2d on all of British possessions, including East India, 
and 6d on foreign, and in the first year the revenue was 16,902/, and 
in 184] it reached 19,5967. In 1842 the duties were again reduced to 
1d per Ib on colonial, and 4d on foreign growth, and last year the 
revenue collected was 11,612/, and is increasing in the present year, as 
the consumption shows. These facts may be thus compared :—

_ It will be observed that foreign coffees are higher at this time than 
in either of the three preceding years, and that colonial coffees are 
lower than at the corresponding period of either of these years, not- 
withstanding the increase of consumption and the reduction of stocks ; 
but in looking to this, it is essential to bear in mind that the reduc- 
tion of the differential duty in favour of colonial coffee has perma- 
nently reduced the price in bond, which must always be governed by 
the price of foreign coffee, plus the difference of duty in its favour. 
Until the Ist of July 1842, the difference of duty in favour of colonial 
coffee was no less than 9d per Ib, it being 6d against Is 3d per Ib 
charged on foreign coffee; but by the privilege of sending it to the 
Cape and re-importing it, by which it was admitted at the duty of 9d, 
to which may be added 1d for additional charges, the practical 
difference was 4d per lb, or 37s 4d per cwt; so that, if foreign coffee 
was then worth 34s per cwt, a corresponding quality of colonial 
coffee, that had 37s 4d less of duty to pay, was worth 71s 4d. The 
tariff of 1842 reduced the duties to 4d for colonial and 8d for foreign, 
thus retaining practically the same difference ; but, in the session of 
last year, the duty on foreign coffee was reduced to 64d, making the 
difference only 2d, or 18s 8d per cwt ; so that, if foreign coffee be now 
worth 34s, the corresponding quality of colonial cannot be worth more 
than 52s 8d, in place of 71s 4d. The quantity of foreign coffee pro- 
duced and brought to market is so much larger than that of colonial 
growth, that the price of the latter will always be governed by the 
former, plus the difference of duty, whatever that may be. The 
present price, therefore, of colonial coffee is quite as high, in propor- 
tion to foreign coffee, when the change of duties is considered, at this 
time as in former years. 

The consumption of all kinds of coffee throughout Europe is 
greater than at any former period, but there is also a correspondingly 
increasing production ; and the quality of the produce of some

Sucan.—A number of circumstances have tended of late to give 
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more than a usual interest to this article. The great, and, as far as 
they go, wise changes in our duties this year, the increase of cultiva- 
tion in many parts of the world, the disastrous destruction of at least | 
half the crop of Cuba bya single hurricane (that being the place 
of the greatest production of any in the world), and, above all, the, 
interest and discussions which have been excited by that great ex-) 
periment now going forward to test the comparative advantages of 
free or slave labour, have tended to lift this article out of the sphere 
of mere commercial observation and calculations, and to invest it with, 
a peculiar interest to the politician, the economist, and the philan-' 
throphist. 

So far as the changes of our duties are concerned, the experiment 
has proved mee successful. So far as the attempt to distinguish 
between slave and free labour, as a means of disco ing the former, 
by affording a market yielding a higher price to the latter, it has been, 
a failure ; for, as was always contended, the price of slave-labour, 
mee has partaken of the advantage of every advance which has, 
taken place by the admission of free-labour sugar. 


The import of sugars of every description has been this year great] 
in excess of last year, and, with the exception of East India, is muc 
greater than any year of late. For this and the corresponding period 
of the two last years, a reference to the Ofiicial Table will show the

A reference to the Tables will show that the great increase apparent 
in the import of colonial sugar is nearly in the same proportion from 
all our different possessions. The West India crop has proved to be the 
largest for many years; the Mauritius crop the largest ever known ; 
and the supplies from India, in addition to larger arrivals from Ben- 
gal in the six months than last year, have been added to by very con- 
siderable arrivals from Madras, in which presidency the cultivation 
of sugar appears to be rapidly on the increase. . 


The consumption of sugar has this year been at a rate hitherto un- 
known in this country, partly attributable to the reduction of the 
duty, and partly in conseqnence of the improved condition of the 
labouring population. We are bound to admit the latter as one of 
the causes, when we see that so many other articles, on which no re- 
duction of duty has taken place, have increased nearly in as great a 
proportion. The reduction of duty has, however, operated but par- 
tially, and cannot be said to have had its full effect as yet. It has 
been remarked by an eminent broker, that the consumption among 
the middle and higher classes has increased at a rate much less than 
that of the lower and Sane classes, judging by the experience of 
those parts of the metropolis chiefly occupied by the two classes. It 
will, however, be borne in mind that, from the inadequate supply of 
refined sugar i the present year, the consumer of that article 
has as yet obtained but very little advantage from the reduced duty, 
while the consumers of soft sugars have received the whole advan- 
tage of the reduction. On the other hand, the present improved de-« 
mand for labour and increase of wages has no doubt had a happy 
influence in extending to that class a greater relative power of pur- 
chase. When the supply of refined sugar is fully equal to the de- 
mand, we have little doubt that a greater increase of consumption 
will be apparent. 

A reference to the Tables will show the comparative consumption

In comparing the deliveries of the present year with those of 1844, 
it must be borne in mind that, up to that date, and even much 
later last year, they were materially interfered with in consequence 
of the unsettled state of the sugar trade, pending the long discussions 
on the sugar bill, and by the fact that that bill did not take effect in 
full until November. The sugar market was, in consequence, kept 
in a state of considerable depression, stocks were run down to the 
lowest point, and the quantities on which duty was paid did not, for 
many months, really represent the actual quantity consumed, part of 
which went. out of dealers’ stocks. ‘This is proved by the 
fact that, while the actual consumption of 1844 turned out to 
be 4,139,994 cwts against 4,037,921 ewts in 1843; yet the de- 
liveries, as these accounts show, were actually less in the first six 
months of 1844 than in the same period of 1843. Again, on the other 
hand, it must not be overlooked that in a rising market, such as we |; 
have had during the last three months, there is always a disposition | 
on the part of dealers of all classes to get more largely into stock | 
than usual. With regard to refined sugar, the difficulty of procuring } 
it has prevented that in the present instance, but of raw sugars we |) 
cannot but believe that the stocks in the various dealers’ hands are 
much greater than they were a yearago. This view is further su 
ported by these Official Tables, which show that while the whole six |! 
months exhibit an increase in the deliveries of upwards of 25 per cent, |’ 
the last month of the six (June) shows an increase of only about 10 
per cent; and, again, the deliveries in July, as far as they can be 
collected, have not been so large as in the months of May and June. 
At the close of the late session Sir James Graham, in alluding to the 
change of the sugar duties, stated the increase of consumption on the 
first six months at 30,000 tons; it is, however, evident, from these 
accounts, that, compared with 1844, the excess this year is only 27,327 
tons, and, compared with 1843, it is only 22,898 tons. e have, 
however, no doubt that.on the whole year’s consumption, with con- 
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tinued liberal 
tons as computed by Sir Robert Peel; but, from the present 
relative prices of foreign and colonial sugar, we must depend almost 
exclusively on the latter. The high price of foreign sugars, conse- 
quent on the failure of the Cuba crop, must prevent any important 
quantity of Java or Siam sugar being taken at the 23s 4d duty. 

The classification of the duties has been, as we always anticipated, 
nearly inoperative, except to a small extent in regard to that of East 
India growth. The six months’ accounts show, that of white clayed

In fact, as we always contended, the 28s duty on the finer qualities of 
Java sugar must always operate as an exclusion of them from this mar- 
ket, and cause thent to be sent to the continent, as the inferior qualities 
will here be cheaper, being subject only to a duty of 23s 4d per cwt. 
But the great objection to the principle is, that while it will give little 
or no more revenue, the distinction operates as a serious discourage- 
ment to the improvement of sugar production in the East Indies par- 
ticularly. We have many reasons for believing, and in them we are 
borne out by the very liberal way in which the customs department 
has dealt with this distinction, that the Government, and Sir Robert 
Peel in particular, are not very desirous to retain this classification. 
We trust that, on the meeting of Parliament next session, proper re- 
resentations will be made on this subject, and particularly as to the 
injurious effect which the distinction must exercise on our Eastern 
production, and we have little doubt but the Government will be dis- 
posed to repeal this novel principle of classification. 
A reference to Tables IT and III will show that the re-export of 
sugar has been larger this year than in either of the two previous,

Looking to the imports and consumption together, the Official Ac- 
counts show that, great as the increase of the latter has been in the 
present year, the import of the former has been even greater ; for,while 
the whole consumption of the present year has exceeded that of 1844 
by 546,544 cwts, the supplies have been greater by 824,409 cwts; but 
the additional quantity re-exported, which, compared with last year, 
has been 161,767 cwt, added to the cxcess of consumption, leaves 
little more than 120,000 ewts, in comparative excess of supply in the 
present year, which again will suffer a farther reduction, on account 
of the additional quantity of refined sugar exported. In short, when 
all these matters are fairly considered, the comparative excess of 
supply in the present year is nearly met by consumption. As to the 
actual supply of this year, compared with the consumption, the fol- 
lowing presents an accurate result :—

reduced in six months, notwithstanding the largest arrivals for many 

— by 270,881 cwts in the whole kingdom, while the stocks in 
ndon and some of the chief ports exhibit an increase. 

In looking at these facts, there cannot be a doubt that the colonial 
interest has been very greatly benefited by the reduction of duties in 
the late session. With such enormous supplies as we have had, there 
can be no question that, had the duty remained unaltered, the price 
{in bond) of colonial sugars would have been as low, if not lower, 
than at any former time, whereas, notwithstanding this supply, the 
price has risen for several months past. In addition, therefore, to a 
very large crop in the West Indies and in the Mauritius, the planters 
have thus had the benefit of a good price. 

As far as regards the future supply of sugar, the accounts from our 
own possessions are all favourable and encouraging. In the West 
Indies there has been already some addition of labourers both from 
India and Africa, and there is a much improved spirit evinced within 
the last ra as to the adoption of new and better modes of cultiva- 
tion, and the introduction of superior implements and machinery ; 
our recent accounts all induce us to believe that a very salutary 
change is taking place in the views and sentiments of the West India 
planters, and that they are learning to rely much more upon their 
own energy, ingenuity, and industry, than upon mere government 
protection. ‘The latest accounts represent the coolies as giving the 
oes satisfaction both in their conduct and work, oat as exhi- 

iting a strong desire to earn moncy. 

From the Mauritius the accounts are also favourable, where the 
supply of labourers appears now to be fully equal to the demand ; 
upwards of 40,000 coolies in all having emigrated to that island. 

From the East Indies the accounts of sugar cultivation for some 
time past have been such as to —_ out hopes which have not been 
realised.

And the supply from Madras is also on the increase. 

Our accounts’from India, however, still induce us to believe that 
before long Bengal will furnish a very important increased supply of 
sugar, and that, in truth, the West Indies will soon discover that the 
chief competition will be with our own possessions in the Hast, 
The cultivation of ge is only now beginning to be prosecuted by 
Europeans in Bengal, and already some very successful plantations 
have been established in the district of Tirhoot ; and accounts, which 
we receive from numerous sources, show that they will be able, at a 
good profit to the planter, to put sugar free on board at Calcutta at 

0s per cwt, or even less. It will be difficult for the West Indies, by 
means of expensive immigration, to cownpete with the cheap labour 
aud its abundant supply in the East. The West Indies would have 
acted more wisely and surely to have relied upon the application of 
improvements carried out with great economy and skill. 

The chief feature with regard to the future cultivation of foreign 
sugar, is the rapid increase which appears to be going forward in the 
States, and which is now likely to do so even more, since the annexa- 
tion of Texas. Our accounts, even by the last packet from New 
Orleans, speak of the further extension of sugar cultivation in 
Louisiana, and they expect in very few years to produce as much as 
the States consume. This will throw more Havana and Brazil sugar 
on the European markets, as the American cultivation extends. 

The deficiency of the Cuba crop will turn out to be even greater 
than wasexrect*!. Theshipmentsfrom Havana and Matanzas, from 
January Ist to June30th, in the present year, have only been 231,139 
boxes, against 593,902 boxes in the same — of last year. 

The failure'of the fruit crop will, no doubt, exercise a very inju- 
rious effect on the consumption of sugar during the present autumn, 
and the more so when we consider the scarcity and comparative high 
price of refined sugar. The difference between the consumption cf 
sugar, in a good or bad fruit season, is estimated at 10,000 tons. 





Tea.—The import of tea for the six months just past has been con-

There has been no unusual circumstances to act upon the deliveries 
of this article; no change in duty, and no material alteration of price, 
and, therefore, the gradual increase of consumption may be attri- 
buted exclusively to the improved condition of the country. Nor is 
it large, being only 10 per cent on the first six months of 1843, a 
period when trade had as yet very little and very partially revived. 
A general impression prevails that tea has of late years increased 
very mach in consumption. That opinion we believe to be based on 
a fallacy. The quantity of tea duty paid in each of the last ten years

A cursory glance at the intermediate years between 1835 and 44 
would give the impression that the consumption had ae in- 
eneanek: It will, however, be observéd thatin 1836, the huge 
quantity of 49,142,236 lbs was duty paid. This was an accident 
arising from achange in the mode of charging the duties. Previous to 
1836, the duties on tea were charged according to a classification of 
quality, bohea being as low as 1s 6d per Ib: the inconvenience to 
which this led, induced an equalisation to be made, and the present 
duty of 2s 1d to be adopted. But the Government permitted the 
holders of bohea tea, and all those who had cargoes on the way at the 
time, to clear their stocks within a given period at the old duty. Thus, 
in 1836, a quantity of tea equal to about 13,000,000 lhs was duty paid 
above the consumption of the year, and was diffused over the four 
succeeding years. Then came the China war, the tea speculation, 
the extreme high prices, and an artificial interference with consump- 
tion. ‘These circumstances sufficiently account for the smaller deli- 
veries of those intermediate years. In 1836 there existed no circum- 
stance to disturb this article, and the delivery was 36,574,004 lbs. By 
the last census the increase of the population of England was 14 per 
cent in ten years; fourteen per cent, added to the consuniption of 
1835, gives 41,694,364 lbs ; so that it has barely kept pace with the in- 
crease of population. Here we have a striking example of the ex- 
treme folly of high duties. During the same period the consumption 
of coffee has increased from 23,295,046 lbs to 31,394,225 lbs, or more 
than 35 per cent, and that.of cocoa has increased from 1,084,170 lbs to 
2,590,528 Ibs, nearly 150 per cent, under the great reduction of duty to 
which they have been subjected. The government will not long 
resist a reduction of this enormous duty. 


Tosacco.—A reference to the Tables will show that the import of 
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tly | manufactures has suffered a decline, and is now, as we then antici- 


unmanufactured tobacco is somewhat less than in 1844, but 
in excess of 1843, while the consumption shows a steady but slow in- 
crease in each succeeding year. e export, however, according to

The cause of the small imports and clearances for consumption in 
1843, was the unsettled state of our — with Portugal, and 
the general expectation ofa reduction of duty. The sudden increase 
in 1844 was attributable to parties making up stocks, and it speaks to 
an extraordinary consumption, that the clearances still continued so 
large in the present year. A reference to Table II will show that 
the quantities of wine exported do not vary much. 

Sprrits.—The importation of rum is very largely in excess in the 
present year as compared with former years, being 2,687,976 gallons 
against 1,155,832 gallons in 1844, and 1,640,751 gallons in 1843. The 
consumption exhibits a slight increase compared with the import, 
being 1,205,08) gallons against 1,055,813 gallons in 1844, and 1,057,273 
= in 1843. The export is 450,446 gallons against 363,390 gal- 
ons in 1844, and 594,580 gallons in 1843. The stocks are, therefore, 
rapidly increasing. Of brandy the import has also been very much 
in excess of former years, while the consumption shows a very trivial 
increase, but the exportation shows a great increase on either of the 
former years. Of Geneva the import, consumption, and export vary

Thus showing that the excess retained for consumption in the present 
year is only 1,145,406 lbs. ‘This confirms the opinion we have on for- 
mer occasions expressed, that the large increase of the imports, up to 
the end of April and May, were more apparent than real, and were 
caused chiefly by the earlier arrival of the colonial wool. This opi- 
nion is further confirmed by the following Table, showing the imports 
of wool into London, Liverpool, Hull, and Bristol (the latter have 
become so unimportant that they have recently been left out of the 
aceount), for the first seven months up to the Ist of August of the 
present year and 1844. A similar account (see Economist, July 26), 
made up to the Ist of June, showed an import of 11,801 bags) of co- 
lonial in 1844 against 23,808 bags in the present year. By the ac- 
count below it will be seen that to the Ist of August the quantities 
are nearly equal.

Since the duty on these articles has been altogether repealed, a 
great ae inconvenience has arisen with regard to the distinc- 
tion of the quantities taken for home consumption and those ex- 

rted. These Official Accounts, however, furnish an exact key to this 
information. Table II shows the exact quantities of each article ex- 
ported, and the balance of the deliveries, therefore, will be the quan- 
tity retained for home consumption. A reference to Table II will

TRADE OF SICILY. 


We have been favoured with the following extract of a letter, re- 
specting the trade of Sicily, dated Naples, 8th August 1845 :— 
“Regarding the treaty, the 30 per cent premium has been done 
away with entirely. We have a bright prospect at last. The 
King is much pleased with the English at this moment, and import- 
ant changes are on the tapis. We have a strong party in favour, 
and, of course, the German spinners and manuies urers are hard 
at work with bribery in their favour. I have been very busily 
employed in the business the last month, and au fait of all that is 
going forward, being daily with all the higher power, both native 
and foreign, and been consulted on the tariff, and given much use- 
ful information and explanations. Colonials and fish are the first 
change. “In a few days, when the King returns from Sicily, and 
if is majesty sanctions the alterations ready to be laid before 
him for yarns and manufactures, the smugglers here will have 
had their death-blow, and a considerable increase of trade will be 
the fruit. 1 don’t think I am too sanguine of success in expecting 
we shall very shortly carry this salutary change.”’ 





EASTERN COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE. 
. (Prom the Overland Bengal Hurkaru Price Current of July 2.) 


The accounts of the home markets received by the Bombay mail, the ex- 
press of which arrived on the 19th ultimo, were again of a discouraging 
nature. The produce market has since been dull, and though holders have 
shown a disposition to accept somewhat lower rates, the amount of business 
transacted in our chief staples has been very moderate, Prices generally 
are lower, and as large arrivals of produce frum the interior are now in pro- 
gress, there seems every probability of a further decline, without which it 
seems doubtful whether buyers will come fo to any extent. The con- 
tinued high ruling of exchange has, of course, had its effect in producing 
this dull state of things. ‘ 

SuGar.—The market for this staple has been quiet since our last issue, 
and as arrivals of the new crop have latterly been on a larger scale, prices 
must be quoted 4 to 6 annas lower, for all except ee! first quality. The 
supplies of all kinds are ample, and being increased daily by further arrivals, 

aw Si_x.—The accounts by the last mail were again gloomy as regards 
this article, but a few purchasers have since come forward, induced by a 
further concession in price of about 4 annas per seer. The business trans- 
acted has been moderate, and chiefly in the ore qualities of Jungy- 
ore, Hurripaul, and Radnagore. In fine silk very little has been done. 
he stock in the bazaar is not large, but arrivals are daily taking place, and 
the low rates ruling here have caused supplies to be held back as long as 
possible in the Mofussil. 

Sirk Piece Goops,—Corahs have also been depressed by the tenor of the 
advices by the last mail, and a further decline has been submitted to of 
fully 5 rupees per corge. Sales have been very moderate, and stocks are 
accumulating. Choppahs suited for the home market are still scarce as an 
article of sale. 

Ricz.—The business transacted for the home market has been less exten- 
sive than during the previous month, and there has latterly been but little 
doing in the article. Prices remain without change, and a moderate stock 
is held in the bazaar, 

SHEvt Lac anp Lac Dye.—Shell lac is in less request than at the date 
of our last. Good orange has been inquired for — American purchasers, 
but the business transacted for that quarter has been but moderate. The 
dye has continued in good request, and common native kinds have been 
readily taken fon arrival at full prices. In fine European marks there 
has not been much done, these being held at high rates. 

JutTe.—Shipments have again been on a large scale, and chiefly on native 

account, there being no demanc on the spot. 
« Corton.—Accounts from China being still unfavourable, there has been 
a very limited amount of business done in this staple, and confined almost 
exclusively to the best Banda at sa rs 11-7 to 11 10 per md. Exports 
—China 1976 mds; Singapore and Penang 182 mds. 

FREIGHTS.—Tonnage has been rather less abundant towards the close of 
the past month, and our quotations show a slight advance in the rates for 
deal weighs It is, however, doubtful, if this will be maintained, arrivals 
having been more numerous during the last few days, and from the dulness 
that pervades our export trade generally. 

Imports.—The business transacted in imports during the last month has 
been far from extensive, and, considering, the season of the year, the amount 
of sales in every branch of the trade are under the average of former years, 
while prices generally remain without the least improvement, The accounts 
from the upper provinces have not been such as to infuse any animation in- 
to the market, the stocks of British goods in the chief marts are represented 
as being large. The state of the money market also is but little calculated 
to induce extensive operations, Here there has also been more desire ma- 
nifested by some of the large holders to get rid of a portion of their stocks, 
and on the whole the state of the market is but little satisfactory.

Lerps, Thursday.—The recent regulations of our Stock Exchange having com 
into stringent operation, the amount of speculative business has been smaller during 
the week than for some time, while the uncertain state of the weather has kept prices 
weak where it has not produced a downward tendency. Prices, in the large share 
markets, may literally be said to vary with the weather; it is satisfactory to observe, 
however, as an evidence of the unparalleled position of the country in a financial point 
of view, that money still continues easy, and higher rates have not been demanded by 
the discount houses; this, in the face of a prospective export of 4,000,000/ or 
5,000,0007 to pay for foreign corn, is @ favourable indication of the stability of our 
monetary relations, and of the improbability of any long continued serious decline 
in prices, even in the event of a deficient harvest. At the Great Western meeting 
a dividend of 4 per cent for the half year was declared, and a new creation of stock 
was authorised to the extent of half the present share capital, a much smaller propor- 
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tion than was anticipated. The South Westerm declared dividend of 37s 6d per 
share, and it seems an anomaly to see the shares at the same price, 77/ per share, as 
Brightons, which have ne 20s dividend ; the one new share, which is carried by 
every four of the latter, not make up for the discrepancy. The London and 
Blackwa!! have declared a dividend of 2s per share, and the announceme: t of the in- 
tended union with the Eastern Counties line gave general satisfaction to the share- 
holders. Terms have been definitely arranged with the South Midland by the Mid- 
land Company, the latter taking part of the capital ; the shares have been steady to-day 
at 43 premium, which is almost too high a price to be maintained, Our local stocks 
are almost all lower in price ; Gooles at 47, seem to be the only exception. 





Betrast, Monday.—The transactions in Belfast have been very limited during the 
Boe; and it will be observed the figures of most lines are lower. Newry and 

arrenpoints are wanted, but are not offered in our market. These scrips closed at

Tue preceding accounts exhibit an increase of circulation of 
446,686/; an increase of public deposits of 935,1977; a decrease 
of private deposits of 1,214,379/; an increase of securities of 
165,200/; and an increase of bullion of 10,149/, compared with 
the accounts of last week. 

The foreign exchanges have to-day exhibited considerable 
firmness on Holland, Hamburgh, and Antwerp, and the quotations 
are a shade higher; on Paris, however, they were a trifle lower 
than last week. 

There is an increased opinion in favour of an advanced rate of 
interest for money, and nothing but the Bank continuing to dis- 
count first class paper freely at the same rate, prevents a general 
advance. It will be observed that the circulation of the Bank has 
increased this week no less than 446,686/, while the private depo- 
sits have decreased by the large sum of 1,214,379/; and this in- 
crease of circulation has taken place at a time when, under ordi- 
nary circumstances, after the ayment of the July dividends, it 
ought to have been rather diminishing. Looking back a few 
months the change is more striking. On the 22nd of March (five 
months since) the circulation was 20,677,053/, so that it has in- 
creased 2,278,993/ since that time, and the bullion has sunk about 
one million from the highest point. Still the Bank is in a highly 


advantageous position, and we feel confident the numerous evi- 
dences of an increasing demand for money will not be overlooked 
by the directors, but that, as soon as circumstances justify the 
step, they will raise the rate of interest. We are fully aware that 
considerable complaints among some parties are made that they 
have not done so already; but it must be borne in mind that the 
new principles on which the Bank conducts i's business do not 
permit it to increase its rate of interest, and endanger its dis- 
counting connexion, until the state of the market renders it 
absolutely needful. Still, we have confidence that the directors 
will not delay the step beyond the time when prudence on their 
part requires it; nor will they forget, that it is only by an early 
advance in the rate of interest that a severe drain can really and 
effectually be arrested in its commencement.

MONEY MARKET. 


Saturpay.—The public securities were a little flat this afternoon, but not much 
business was transacted. The advice of the fire at New York and the annexation of 
Texas to the United States caused some disinclination to speculate, The foreign 
stocks showed no material variation. Mexican was a shade firmer, but nothing of im- 
portance in the shape of business was transacted. 

Monpay.—The English funds were firmer to-day. The amount of business trans- 
acted was not large, but the favourable change in weather had an influence upon 
prices. Bank stock was finally quoted 2104 to 2114, consols for money and the account 
994 to 3, three per cents reduced 999 to 4, three and a quarter per cents 102§ to 9, long 
annuities 11 5-16, India stock 271 to 273, and exchequer bills 49s to 51s premium. The 
foreign stocks were also rather better, but in no deseription was the extent of dealing 
large. The increased firmness of prices, however, induced the speculators to show 
more disposition to operate. Spanish five per cents left off 274 to 3, the three per 
cents 38§ to §, Portuguese 644 to 65}, Mexican 349 to 354, the deferred 18% to 193, 
Dutch two and a half per cents 63 to }, the four per cents 100g to §, Chilian 102 to 104, 
— 17} to 9, Buenos Ayres 49 to 51, Brazilian 874 to 884, and Belgian 100 
o 101. 

Tugspar.—The funds have declined to-day nearly 4 per cent. The continuous 
rains, and the fear so generally entertained that they must at this advanced season of 
the year have a prejudicial, if not destructive, effect upon the crops, have again caused 
the speculators to be seliers. The market was flat this afternoon, and consols for 
money and the account closed at 98% to 99. The foreign securities show very little 
alteration. There was a little flatness in Spanish, but the change appears to have 
mainly sprung from the rather depressed condition of the English market. There was 
a fair amount of business doing to-day in the foreign exchanges. Bills upon Amster- 
dam and Hamburgb being in demand, the rates upon those places were rather lower 
than last post, and Paris remained about the same. 

Wepnespay.—The English stock market was flat to-day, owing to the large opera- 
tions of the Court of Chancery. Companies who projected several railways this season 
having obtained their bills, it becomes necessary for the Accountant-General to return 
the deposits lodged in his bands, and for this purpose he is obliged to sell the stock and 
Exchequer bills in which they are invested. For some days he has been quietly dis- 
posing of the securities, but the first sale of magnitude was to-day, when 200,000/ con- 
sols were hold at 983. Exchequer bills naturally participate in the decline of the 
stocks, The foreign stocks underwent little alteration. There was, however, the new 
feature of business being done in Granada and Ecuador bonds; the former of which 
ee in at 23, and the latter at 33. Bargains were concluded in Venezuela 
at 44%, 

TuuRspay.—The public securities were firmer to-day, notwithstanding the sales of 
the chancery broker ; and the improved condition of the weather has had, to a certain 
extent, a favourable influence upon the market. There was not much business done, 
but prices closed well, at a slight advance. In the foreign market the dealings were 
extremely limited. Bargains were effected in Ecuador stock at 33, and in New Gra- 
nada deferred at 53. Spanish was steady at 27j to § for the five per cents, and at 38§ 
4 for the three per cents. 

Fripay.—The funds have been rather firmer, and as faras the weather is con- 
cerned, there seems no longer to be any apprehension, so potent is the influence of 
sunshine. Consols have realised 99} to 99}. The new three-and-a-quarter per cents 
have been marked 1024, the three per cents 99} to}. Bank stock is worth 211 to 
2114, and South Sea stock 112. Exchequer bills have touched 50s to 528 premium. 
Nothing but the effect of the sales making by the Accountant-Genera! in Chaneery 
prevents a rise in prices. The foreign investments have been somewhat livelier. 
Spanish three per cents are steady at 384, and the five per cents at about 274 Mexi- 
can Bonds bring 35 to35}. Colombian realise 17§ 3. Brazilian are 90, and Peruvian 
39 to 394. Dutch four per cents are 1004 to é. 

ComMPARATIVE ExcHANGES.—The premium on gold at Paris is 10 mille, which, 
at the English Mint price of 3/ 17s 104d per ounce for standard gold, gives an exchange 
of 25 40, and the exchange at Paris on London at short being 25 55, it follows that gold 
is 0°58 per cent dearer in London than in Paris.—By advices from Hamburgh the price 
of gold is 434 per mark, which at the English Mint price of 3/ 17s 104d per ounce for 
standard gold, gives an exchange of 13 94, and the exchange at Hamburgh on London 
at short being 13 103, it follows that gold is 0°34 per cent dearer in London than in 
Hamburgh.—The course of exchange at New York on London is 110 per cent, and 
the par of exchange between England and America being 109 23-40 per cent, it follows 
that the exchange is 0°43 per cent in favour of England. But the quoted exchange at 
New York being for bills at 60 days’ sight, the interest must be added to the above 

difference.

Corn Excuanoe, Aug. 22.—We had a very beauti- 
ful day, and consequently a dull market last we! 
but on Monday night, about eight o'clock, rain set in for 
nearly twenty hours; since then it has been very fine 
here, but letters from Scotland and Northumberland 
advise a deluge of rain there upto the hour of post on 
Wednesday night, and that the wheat crop was much 
laid and damaged. At Uxbridge market yesterday 
several samples of new wheat were offered, some of very 
fine quality, weighing over 65lbs a bushel, the best sold 
at 67s a quarter ; these were, we presume, the produce of 
some of the finest gravelly soil of Middlesex, and in a 
season when the wheat ears are so short set, the whole 
strength of the plant being thrown into few kernels, 
there will always, if harvested under favourable cireum- 
stances, be produced a fine sample, but the belief is that 
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on the whole the crop will prove unusually deficient- 
The arrivals this week are over an average, but not 
nearly so large of English wheat and flour as might have 
been ex pected under so great an advance of price as has 
covurred from the lowest’point.

Monoay, August 18 —The imports of foreign stock 
for our market since this day se’nnight have been again 
extensive, having amounted to 230 oxen and cows from 
Holland, 30 ditto from Germany, and 20 ditto from 
Spain. The receipts of sheep have been 340; of calves, 
50 head—all from Rotterdam. At Hull, there haye been 
received about 100 beasts and 50 sheep. In to-day’s 
market we had on offer nearly 160 beasts from Rotter- 
dam, 20 ditto from Germany, & ditto from Spain, to- 
gether with 160 sheep. The general quality of this stoek 
was about a full average. The demand fer them, how- 
ever, was inactive, and the quotations had a downward 
tendency. 

From our own districts the droves fresh up this marn- 
ing were comparatively large for the time of year, while 
a great improvement was noticed in their quality. This 
may be chiefly attributed to the abundance of pasture 
herbage. Aithough the attendance of buyers was rather 
numerous, the beef trade was in a very depressed state, 
and, in most transactions, the quotations ruled 2d per 
8 Ibs under those of Monday last. The highest figure 
for the beet Scots did not exceed 4s 2d per $ lbs, and at 
wh ch a clearance was not effected. 

The numbers of sheep were larger than for some time 
past. Although there was sn improvement in their con 
cition, the primest old Downs sold at prices quite equal 
to those paid last week, viz. from 4% 10d to 5s per 8 lbs ; 
but other breeds met a dull inquiry,and the quotations 
were with difficulty supported by the salesmen.
